The one-time chief city of the 

Rhineiand, Cologne, fa still in 
ruins. It was my good fortune thfa 
summer to be able to visit this 
city which is situated between Dus- 
seldorf, the capital of North Rhine- 
Westphalia and Boqn, the new fed- 
eral capital of west Germany. Not 
one building did i see which had 
not been damaged to some extent 
by the devastating airraids. In 
fact, t\yo-thirda of the city fa flat 
The only structure which fa whole 
to any extent is^Cologne Cathedral, 
but even' it haa'b'ééh" damaged con- 
siderably. It is miraculous that it 
escaped complete destruction be- 
cause everything surrounding it 
has been destroyed. Immediately 
behind the Cathedral there was a 
large', and 'Important rail Way cen- 
tre, oncè''nibre In operation, but 
which did not escape the fury of 
the air raids. ' ' 

When the war ended, the five 
bridges stretching across the Rhine 
were in ruins, iricliidlng'the great 
Hohènzoller^.- brldgei' ^' "rhls latter 
one has been rcconstrùctéd so that 
it can now accommodate rail and 
foot trallic^ but the old steelwork 
still hanging from 'the shores 
Into the water. Three other bridges 
are. in use. including the'Patton 
bridge built by firilfah! Army/e- 
gineers and named after the fam- 
ous American genei'al, which bridge 
accommodates not only two lanes 
of traffic but also cycllsfa and pe- 
destrians. The other two bridges 
are a modern road bridge and a 
railway bridge. 

The housing situation is terrible,

there being so few houses left in

Many former citizens of Cologne 
are returning, and refugees . from 
the Soviet Zone of Berlin are, being 
attracted to it, as are businessmen 
and tourists. The center ot atten- 
tion in the city for visitors is the 
Cathedral and in front of this beau- 
tiful edifice is a cafe where one
